bridge on the Mexican side.

El Paso. June 16— United States troops were in full possession of 


Juarez, Mexico, today, and American cavalry 
scoured 
the 
territory 


south and east of Jaurez capturing or killing every V illita soldier they 


found. 
The American advance into Jaurez was undertaken at l l p. rn. 


Sunday by orders from General J. B. Irwin, commander in the El Paso dis­ 


trict, to prevent further firing into the city as the result of fighting in 


Juarez, which was under heavy assault from the Villista forces. 


Piloted by armored cars a number of American machine gun crews 


and a one pound battery led the advance. 
They were closely followed by 


negro troops of the 24th United States Infantry wearing trench helmets 


and campaign packs. 
Two companies of the 19th infantry followed 


closely. 
The advance encountered little resistance a t first, but sniping 


soon began. 
After one soldier had been killed, orders were given to hunt 


down snipers and kill them on sight. In the meantime guns of the 82d 


field artillery opened a bombardment from the El Paso side against the 


race track east of Juarez where the Villistas were intrenched. 
At last 


reports the American advance was going well.

* The “ one big u n io n ’’ idea advocat­ 
ed by some leaders at th e F ed era­ 
tion of Labor conventIon is appeal­ 
in g in sonte respects, but it is full of 
peril, industrially and politically. 
> It is n a tu ra l for organized w orkers 
to desire the extension of th e ir o r­ 
g anization to include all the W ase­ 
ca ruers in a great, com pact, pow er­ 
ful federation. 
M auy leaders com­ 
plain that the present organization 
of the F ederation of L abor 
is 
too 
looae. 
These leaders represent tho 
extrem ist idea, which has found fav­ 
or in th e west, and w hich seems to 
Ik1 w inning in Canada. 
/ A gainst them are a rra y e d Samuel 
(Jumpers and the o th e r so-called con­ 
servative leaders who have guided the 
destinies of th e F ederation for m any 
years. 
They m aintain th a t in the 
very looseness of the present o rg a n ­ 
ization lies 
its

stren g th . 
A report subm itted by a 
com m ittee of which Mr. Gompers is 
chairm an asserts:

each trad e practically 
Independent. 
T hus any particu lar trade presents 
its dem ands and, if it comes to the 
w orst, in au g u rates a strike which 
may involve only th e local b ran ch of 
th a t trade or may extend to th e e n ­ 
tire trndo thro u g h o u t the country, 
but which seldom 
drags 
in 
other 
trades. 
There are som etim es “ sym ­ 
p athetic strikes," b u t they are vol­ 
u n ta ry . and are the exception ra th e r 
th an tire rule. 
The purpose of th e radicals who 
dem and th e unionization and cen­ 
tralization of all w orkm en is to make 
possible the calling out of all o rg a n ­ 
ized labor in any com m unity, and 
even the calling of a com plete n a t­ 
ional strike. 
The d anger of such a system to the 
nation as a whole is self-evident.

A year’s study by tile United States 
department of labor of living condi­ 
tions in th is country, shows that sal 
aried family men of the $2,500 class 
or less find saving difficult. 
Accord­ 
ing to the tabulation many families 
can show a surplus of only $50 at 
the end of the year and that most 
show a deficit. 
Meanwhile the cost 
of living continues to soar. 
The investigation shows that ap­ 
proximately 20 per cent of the total 
income is all that the “average fam­ 
ily” has left after making necessary 
expenditures for food, clothing, rent, 
light, heat and furniture. 
Out of 
this 20 per cent surplus must come 
all costs of medicinal 
attendance, 
amusements, entertainments, dona­ 
tions to the church**, education and 
Miscellaneous expenses.
